As Mary land goe;., so goes the nation 
. . when 
Mary land goes Republican 
It happens that in seven 
out of the last 10 presidential ejections, furthermore, 
Mary land has gone Re,publicun. 
Last Monday, Mary landers went to the polls and 
voted in their state’s primary . They did not go Re­ 
publican, but they did something almost as significant. 
They registered a strong protest vote against Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
Col. Henry B m konridge, who received last week 
in Pennsy lvania one vote for every 19 polled by Mr. 
Roosevelt, got one vote in every six in Mary land. 
Since ft, Is obvious th at Democrats who would vote 
for Col. Breckenrldge in a primary mu.st be com­ 
pletely at odrt.s with the new deal, the outcome of the 
Mary land voting is important. 
Col. Breckenrldge is running in a few states to 
give Democrats an opportunity to register protest 
against President Roosevelt, who Is certain to be 
renominated. Votes for the colonel, in other words, 
really are votes against the President 
In Pennsy lvania, where Col. Breckenrldge received 
5 per cent of the Democratic voles cast and without 
making a speech or having the benefit of an organi­ 
zation the result was significant. 
If one voter out 
of every 20 who voted for Mr Roosevelt in 1932 should 
vote for his opponent in 1936. the Democratic party 
would lose more than a million votes. 
In Mary land where Col. Breckenrldge received al­ 
most 20 per cent of the Democratic votes thanks to 
a few speeches and an organization ttie result was 
almost calamitous. Mary land has furnished an index 
to new deal opposition which reveals it is infinitely 
stronger than any one dared to claim before the "Free 
State" went to the polls last Monday . It won't be ad­ 
mitted, but the political situation has changed radic­ 
ally since the Mary and polls opened Monday m orn­ 
ing The invulnerable candidate .suddenly has become 
vulnerable.
